To Our Customers and Friends: 


We take this opportunity to extend greetings to you all, and to make a few comments on the performance of 
our glads in ‘56. 


Our catalog this year will reach patrons in all stages of the so-called gladiolus “fanaticism’. Truly there is no 
other hobby or business where one can gain more healthful relaxation, or enjoy and aid so much in the divine crea- 
tion of beauty as expressed in flowers. No other flower presents the range of color that the gladiolus offers, or each 
year adds more new shades. Nor does any other flower flower have so wide a variety of uses. 


Many letters have come to us expressing delight with last year’s chatterbox review. Therefore we have de- 
cided to continue this feature for at least another season in the hope that it will again not only be interesting read- 
ing, but will also offer valuable assistance in the selection of varieties. 


WHITE — There is not much change in this popular class. Mother Fischer and Florence Nightingale are still tops as 
commercials. Early White, a new one from Europe, is truly very early, and valuable for that reason. Sierra Snow 
and Snowclad, each characterized by free-opening habits, are good show varieties. Carmine Eyes and White Sails, 
both blotched, will be hard to beat in their class. All are wonderful growers and able to win at any show. 


CREAM — Lorelei has vigor, giant size, and clean color. Genoveva, a new one, will please all, and bears watching 
for the top spot. It is really beautiful. Adorable, a sister seedling, is one of the tallest glads grown. The huge spikes 
of Good Morning are so consistent that every spike is of show caliber. 


YELLOW — The finest new yellow this season was Gary from Jack Harris. Here is the 100% cutter of nice clean spikes, 
a wonderful commercial prospect. Fort Knox, always one of our favorites, is excellent for both show and cutting. 
Prospector still rates as one of the most beautiful of all glads. Forsythia and Gold Bank, both with a green cast, should 
be considered by cut-flower growers. Ming Yellow was very impressive because of its clarity of color and unusual 
beauty of form. 


BUFF — Golden Palomino, the newest buff, makes grand spikes from all size bulbs. It has already started to make a 
show record. Meistersinger from Holland was very early, with tall, well built spikes. It should become a leader in the 
cut flower field. A. B. Coutts is always fine for late cutting. Polygoon has perfect form, and is one of the most consist- 
ent varieties we grow. While there are not many in this class, all are lovely creations. 


ORANGE — Debbie from Canada is a true orange. Heavily ruffled, it strikes a new note in color brilliance. Orange 
Sunset, formerly seedling 6M6, has wonderful clean color. You must grow it to appreciate its beauty. 


SALMON — With no change from last season, King Size is still king, able to be Grand Champion at any show. Salmon 
Queen, wonderful for show purposes and a coming commercial, makes outstanding spikes from all size bulbs. Tabarin 
is a flashy novelty that you will enjoy. For the unusual, try Boldface and Boise Belie. 


SCARLET — Hilltopper, very fine in form, is large, flashy, and eye-catching. It will become a leader. Allegretto is one 
of our favorite varieties, always tall and well balanced, with good bright color. Gregor Mendel received much praise 
from visitors to our garden, perhaps due to the unusual smoky cast of this big scarlet. 


LIGHT PINK -- Pink Pride, the giant of this class, is a fine grower, and can easily win at the shows. New Yorker, a 
favorite with us, is tops! Here is a glad that is being overlooked, a real beauty, and excellent grower. Pink Diamond, 
the pastei beauty of this class, has lots of friends. Phillippo’s Memory is very early, and for this reason should become 
popular. 


MEDIUM TO DEEP PINK — Washington has an ethereal beauty that can be appreciated only when seen. Sweet Sixteen 
and Friendship are very well liked, especially lovely for florist work. Alfred Nobel, with its large white throat, really 
commands attention. Boudoin, the giant of this class, gets much praise for both show and commercial possibilities. 


LIGHT RED — For something flashy, try Swiss Flagg! Its color is somewhat like Leah Gorham and Carnival. For com- 
mercial varieties, plant Early Red and Red Radiance. Red Tape is the big one of the group. The All America Selection, 
Royal Stewart, was magnificent in our fields, with every spike of show quality opening 8 to 10. 


DEEP RED — Red Pepper, one of the finest varieties, has good color, a neat spike, and wonderful substance. We 
strongly recommend your trying this. Harrisburger is hard to beat in its class. We wish it were earlier so that we 
could have bloom throughout the season. Crimson Tide has very heavy texture, and is well ruffled. Scarlet Leader, 
Senator, and Festival are all fine varieties meriting a place in your garden. 
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BLACK RED — Two outstanding varieties, Black Joe and Blackpool, lead this group. Black Joe, very early, has tall 
spikes with splendidly ruffled florets set off by a narrow silver edging. Blackpool has a richness of color as if some- 
one had polished it. By all means try Blackpool! Ataturk, darkest of all the glads, is almost black. Ace of Spades, 
also very dark, has a beautiful needlepoint type of floret that is, in addition, heavily ruffled. 


LIGHT AND DEEP ROSE — Cheer, a pleasant surprise in ‘56, displayed fine spikes of rich, rose-red color. Frontier, al- 
though listed in this class, is really more of a salmon. It has large florets, and is a grand glad. Lori Dee is heavily 
ruffled, one of the tallest glads grown. Richland Rose, also well ruffled, can produce show spikes with 10 open. Rosita 
is a favorite with everyone. Rosy Veil, introduced as a rose Spic and Span, has been well received by show fans. 
Andrena, Elmer’s Rose, and Traveler are all excellent, low priced varieties. 


DEEP ROSE — Karen, certainly the leader of this class, has proven one of the best introductions. It is distinguished by 
long flowerheads and wonderful keeping qualities. Hades and Aristocrat have vigor and great size. 


LAVENDER — Princess, after several years of testing, remains, without a doubt, one of the best introductions. Good 
color and heavy texture are combind with strong, sturdy growth. Tyrone is a true lavender that is very consistent in 
producing good spikes for cutting. The older Elizabeth the Queen is still recommended, lovely for floral work, and 
o grand all around variety. 


PURPLE — Mabel Violet, a new one from Holland, was unusually fine. We suggest that you try it. The highly touted 
Purple Burma lived up to its advance raves. Fluted and heavily ruffled, it is a favorite with the ladies. King David 
and The Rajah, the two standard favorites, are among thee best growers. Lustige Witwe, with its bold blotch, is espe- 
cially attractive, and very well liked. 


VIOLET — Blue Conqueror has greatly strengthened this class. It has fine color, a strong stem, and good placement. 
A sensational variety, we predict a great future for it. Blue Peter has nice color, but is capable of opening only up 
to five on good spikes. Blue Goddess and Majolica are both fine and different. Salman’s Sensation, tallest and most 
popular at the present time, has a rather weak stem. Violet Charm, one of the finest in this section, is very popular. 
It makes huge spikes. Crater Lake, though of only medium height, with its unusual coloring gives the artistic touch 
to this group. 


SMOKY — Tan Glo, still tops as a show glad, can win Grand Champ at any show. Copper Lustre, with its smoky 
bronze color, and Prarie are two wonderful glads for the ladies’ arrangements. Magic Beauty and Oriental Splendour 
are so unusual that glad fans always gather around when they are displayed. 


| cannot conclude these comments without reference to the Butterfly varieties of K and M. They have richness 
of color and all good showing qualities. These certainly deserve a place in your 1957 garden. 


In the foregoing paragraphs we have endeavored to give you an honest, concise appraisal of some of the new- 
er, as well as the best of the older standard varieties. 


We hope you enjoy reading our catalog, and that in some small way you get real benefit from it. Your past 
patronage has been very much appreciated.

The color is somewhat like 
that of Limeade but is more of the exhibition type. It opens 8-10 
well placed blooms with good attachment. It is lightly ruffled and 
rolled. 20 or more buds. Plants get up to 5 ft. or more with good 
culture. Very easy grower and propagator. Stands the hottest sun. 

One of the most valuable features of Green Ice is its prepotency 
in breeding. It transmits its color and deeper shades of green to its 
seedlings, nearly 100%. There is a whole new race of green varie- 
ties coming along and Green Ice and Erin are going to have a very 
prominent part in this development.

COUNTESS (Class 440, Larus, 1957) Blooming Time: Midseason 


Parentage: Unknown 


While light pink is one of the most common gladiolus colors there have been few outstanding varieties in 
that color range. In our garden during the past 3 years we have found that one of our seedlings has been consist- 
ently producing the best combination of beauty and outstanding performance of any of the light or medium pinks 
we have grown. We feel confident that this seedling which we have named COUNTESS will win its way to the top 
of its class as an exhibition variety and that its beauty and reliability make it a really good commercial prospect. The 
pure light pink self florets are 5” to 5%” in diameter, with up to 8 or 9 precisely placed florets on a long tapering 
flowerhead with a total of 20 to 25 buds. In our garden it grows 60” to 75” tall with a head of 28” to 34”. While 
COUNTESS is one of our best performers, the spikes are graceful and tapering rather than massive and gross. Our 
policy has been to have our seedlings extensively tested by top growers in the U.S. and Canada before deciding on 
introduction, and COUNTESS has proved itself to be among the best in these tests and has been approved by Hybrid- 
izers’ Guild and other trial gardens. It has also been a winner at the shows with, among other awards, blue ribbons 
in each of the past 2 years at Connecticut in the very tough open light pink class. Based on its performance for us and 
in other tests we would expect COUNTESS to become as popular as has PRINCESS.

The leading eastern showman has, in a published article, called 
it his best bet for grand champion and, despite very limited distribution it is highly ranked in the 1956 NAGC Sym- 
posium. The 5%” to 512” florets are a deep orange salmon self with up to 10 open in tight attachment and perfect 
placement on flowerheads up to 30”. Spikes are all straight and grow up to 60” tall. The person who is interested 
in growing fine spikes should try LIBERTY.

For exhibition purposes it will also be in demand because 
of its ability to build strong 50” spikes of 20 buds that open 8-10 florets on well balanced flower heads of 26”, all 
excellently placed. 

QUAKER LADY — (Florence Nightingale x Blue Boy) (478) (Midseason) 

Although classified as a deep violet, this is not a so-called “blue”. Probably bluish lavender most nearly de- 
fines it with a deeper more violet throat, edged yellow. A decidedly different color not found in any other glad. 

Spikes average 48”-50” with 22” flower heads. 22 buds are usual with 7-8 well placed florets open. An ex- 
cellent exhibition variety and much in demand by florists who find this color adds freshness and appeal to their ar- 


rangements.

THE LEGEND OF THE FLOWER OF PEACE
